Affrighted fled Hell’s spirits black 
in throngs; down they sink in the deep abyss 
to endless night. 

CuHorus. Despairing, cursing rage attends 
their rapid fall. A new-created worid springs 
up at God’s command. 

RECITATIVE. Ltaphael. And God made 
the firmament, and divided the waters which 
were under the firmament from the waters 
which were above the firmament, and it was 
so. Now furious storms tempestuous rage; 
as chaff by the winds are impelled the 
clouds; by heaven's fire the sky is inflamed, 
and awful thunders are rolling on high, 
Now from the floods in steams ascend re- 
viving showers of rain; the dreary, wastefu: 
hail; the light and flaky snow. 

Arr. Gabriel. Cirrorus. The marvellous 
work behold amazed, the glorious hierarchy 
of heaven; and to the ethereal vaults re- 
sound the praise of God and of the second 
day. 

And God 
said: Let the waters under the heavens be 
vathered together into one place, and let the 
dry land appear; and it was so. And God 
called the dry land earth, and the gathering 
of waters called He seas; and God saw that 
it was good. . . . Rolling in foaming billows, 
uplifted, roars the boistcrous sea; mountains 
and rocks now emerge, their tops into the
